MALIK'S TACTICS BACKFIRE 

Jakob Mnlllc. Russia's representative on tho 
-Dnltcd NaUons security council, was iraincQ 
in "polUlcal sabotuee" at the University o( 
Moscow's diplomacy school. 

Since Aug. 1 he has been trying to fihow 
the world what an apt pupil he was his 
presidency ol the council during August be ng 
marked by the most bold-faced gbstructlor. 
ever practiced In any International organlza- 

"MflJlk has dropped all pretense of observ- 
ing even the moat elementary rules of coun- 
cil procedure. His purpose la to see that the 
council does not function, rather than to 
guide lU deUberatlona wisely— as a president 
ahould. 

The first thought of other council repre- 
Bintatlvea, once Malik's tactics became clear, 
was to dflvlBo flomn (rtraUgy that would 
break his cynical fUlbuster. It was decided, 
however, to forego that Idea end simply meet 
hJm on his own ground; In other words, to 
out-fUlbu»ter him. . , 

That choice mado oense. Malik and his 
boeaea In the Kremlin probably believed their 
man«u»»re to conTert the security countU 
Into the Tolee of Baait* were pretty clevtr. 
Actually, the? have backfired. Even fence- 
slttors llltB Inai" «" disgusted at the ruUi- 
lesa flovlet-effort'to block the will of the 
free natloni- 

Delegttea repreeentlng the Unlt«d Btatei, 
Britain, mnce, Norw»y. Ecuador, and other 
nations, have Uken off the kid glovas and 
dealt with the BusaUn* In the rough manner 
they deserve. They have repeatedly scored 
telling blows, exposing the Sovlst technique 
of reversing the truth to blame other nations 
for her own slna. Jean Ohauve], the French 
delegate, summed up Malik's method by say- 
Ing the BumlBn "telle "a this table Is a chair, 
and then repeat* It » htmdred times." 

Ai long as the Boeurlty councU'a - awful 
August Is to be notblnc but a propaganda 
■luCBtnK natch, the non-communtst coun- 
tries could well go further toward discredit- 
ing RuuU'* frauduleift claims to being a 
peac«-10Tlnj nation. 

For aztmpl^ Malik. told the council the 
KoTth KoreanM*. rCusalfth-teade arms consist- 
ed wholly of material bought from the Soviet 
forces when they withdrew from that area 
In 104B. We already have had pictures o[ 
RusaUn-made ihelU dated leSO, seleed by 
the U. B. army from North Korean troops. 
Kow come reporta that more shells, some 
grenades and other weaposs ol recenf Soviet 
manufacture have been captured. This ma- 
terial Is being tuniea o*er to U. N. observers 
In Korea powlbly for shipment to Lake Suc- 
cess. 

Not only should It be sent to U. N, head- 
quarters, but a couple of 1950 Russian gren- 
^Tafirmghtferhe placed oii-the security coun- 
cil table imack In front of Malik, So far, this 
August performance at Lake Success has 
been » battle of words. Mellk Is never at a, 
'loss for words to combat ftmebody else's

"GOD HELP AMERICA" 

Despite the government'* contention that 
Harry Bridges la a menace to our national 
security, the U. S. circuit court of appeals has 
ordered.hlm freed trom ]aU. 
" That demonstrates rather conclusively how 
difficult It has become In this country to deal 
with big shot labor leaders with communis' 
tic backgrounds. 

The Australian-born CIO longshore union 
leader was sent to Jail Aug. 5 when a federal 
Judge revoked his $25,000 baU pending appeal 
from a court conviction on charges of per- 
jury and conspiracy. 

While that waa good news to millions of 
Americans who would like to see Bridges 
run out of tho country. It was not the final 
chapter by any means. 

Holding that "there Is no showing that 
Bridges has In the present position commit- 
ted any recognltable crime, or that he has 
hUnSDlI counseled or advocated sabotage or 
sought to foment strikes or the establish- 
ment of picket lines on the waterfront," the 
U. S. circuit court set him free. 

As a result of higher court's action, the 
government's special prosecutor announced 
that he was going to resign. 

He refused to amplify his remarks, saying 
only: 

"God help America," 

But what he said In those three words was 
a lot, and the people know exactly what he 
" waa thinking.
